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Half  a Century- 

Haif  a century  is  not  a long  period  in  the  history  of 
a nation,  but  it  means  a great  deal  in  the  life  of  a new 
community.  Canadian  Jewry  is  certainly  young  enough 
to  regard  the  Jubilee  Anniversary  of  the  Congregation 
Adath  Jeshurun  as  something  of  a Yom  Tov;  especially 
since  the  congregation  has  given  national  leaders  to  our 
people  in  the  Dominion.  At  this  very  hour  the  presidents 
of  the  Zionist  Organization  of  Canada  and  of  the 
Mizrachi  Organization  of  Canada  are  members  of  Adath 
Jeshuhun;  while  the  late,  sainted  Lillian  Freiman, 
O.B.E.,  the  guiding  genius  of  Hadassah  in  Canada,  was 
very  active  in  helping  the  synagogue  to  develop. 

There  are  naturally  personal  poignant  experiences 
within  the  memory  of  those  who  had  affiliation  with  the 
synagogue  at  any  time  from  its  inception  until  the 
present,  and  such  recollections  form  the  precious  treas- 
ure of  individual  biographies;  but  there  is  a general  at- 
mosphere of  dignity  and  human  service  that  is  the  com- 
mon possession  of  all  who  have  prayed  between  the 
synagogue  walls.  Beyond  a doubt,  what  one  can  discover 
in  his  private  conscience  of  the  meaning  of  the  congre- 
gation to  him  is  intimately  related  with  this  general 
spirit,  and,  in  fact,  contributes  to  its  effect.  Thus,  men 
and  women  who  have  passed  away  continue  to  play  their 
role  in  the  inspiration  of  the  living  program. 

We  are  grateful,  indeed,  for  the  presence  in  our 
midst  of  some  who  symbolize  the  continuous  tale  of 
Adath  Jeshurun  history.  These  men  and  women  who  car- 
ried the  burden  of  seeing  the  organization  through  vari- 
ous kinds  of  crisis,  from  within  and  from  without,  now 
v'ew  with  satisfaction  the  maturity  of  the  ideal  they 
fostered,  while  the  younger  members  derive  boundless 
pleasure  from  the  satisfaction  to  be  observed  in  their 
ch’ers.  Who  can  desire  a more  beautiful  picture  than  that 
of  youth  and  old  age  joined  firmly  together  in  upholding 
the  mother  institution  of  Jewish  life?  It  is  a thought  to 
ni ve  us  new  energy  and  devotion,  that  some  of  the  mem- 
bers celebrating  now  will  be  able  to  add  new  chapters  of 
glory  throughout  the  coming  half  century.  For  nobody 
’•  I'M  describe  the  fiftieth  anniversarv  of  an  institution 
in  the  identical  terms  heard  at  a golden  wedding,  where 
we  can  hardly  expect  as  much  of  the  celebrants  for  to- 
morrow as  they  have  to  the  credit  of  yesterday.  Quite 
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the  contrary,  the  lofty  record  Adath  Jeshurun  earned 
must  act  as  a challenge  and  an  incentive  for  future 
growth. 

The  past  cannot  be  rationed.  Every  ounce  of  it  that  is 
constructive  and  helpful,  may  and  should,  be  used.  Come 
then,  ye  sons  and  daughters  of  the  first  half  century,  and 
build  for  us  a second — greater,  nobler  and  more  beauti- 
ful— out  of  the  materials  ye  have  inherited  and  the 
energies  ye  possess  1

Passover  as  a Mirror 

Each  year  events  of  the  Passover  holiday  faithfully 
reflect  the  change  in  the  world  scene.  In  1942  we  are 
learning  that  there  will  be  more  matzos  available  to  the 
Jews  in  Russia,  and  less  to  the  Jews  in  Canada.  By  this 
fact  we  realize  that  the  leaders  of  the  Russian  govern- 
ment are  becoming  more  lenient  in  their  attitude  to- 
wards the  religious  needs  of  the  people,  and  a wholesome 
result  of  this  change  is  to  be  observed  in  the  further  fact 
that  Russia  now  permits  close  contact  between  the  Jews 
of  Palestine  and  the  Jews  in  her  own  territory.  Great 
encouragement,  indeed,  has  been  given  to  the  workers 
for  all  the  Zionist  causes  by  the  recent  announcement 
that  hundreds  of  children  will  be  allowed  to  go  from  Rus- 
sia to  Palestine,  there  to  be  united  with  their  friends  and 
families. 

The  decreased  total  of  pounds  of  matzos  available 
for  the  Jews  in  Canada  is  ascribed  to  the  fact  that  the 
Dominion  expects  all  of  its  citizens  to  concentrate  upon 
the  requirements  of  winning  the  war.  We  are  continually 
advised  that  there  will  be  no  shortage  of  matzos  for  the 
basic  needs  of  the  holiday,  but  great  care  will  be  taken 
not  to  burden  the  transportation  facilities  of  our  country 
with  anything  beyond  the  most  essential  of  civilian  serv- 
ices. Thus  the  railroads  and  freight  ships  will  carry  this 
year  fewer  items  from  the  matzo  factories  in  order  to  have 
room  for  more  units  from  the  machine  shops. 

The  members  of  our  faith  will  not  grumble  over  this 
problem.  We  prefer  to  be  inconvenienced  for  the  sake  of 
freedom  rather  than  insist  upon  momentary  privileges 
that  may  cost  us  heavy  losses  of  liberty  in  the  future. 
We  expect,  moreover,  that  those  of  us  who  do  not  enter 
into  the  active  forces  will  nevertheless  have  to  make 
much  greater  sacrifices  than  abstinence  from  certain 
Passover  delicacies. 

The  unleavened  bread  is  the  mirror  of  the  present 
as  well  as  of  the  past.  It  holds  clearly  before  us  the  op- 
portunity this  war  brings;  namely,  the  growth  of  toler- 
ance in  what  was  formerly  an  anti-religious  government, 
the  possibilities  for  Zionism  in  a land  that  once  would 
hear  nothing  of  it,  and  the  necessity  for  the  denial  of 
personal  comforts  among  those  who  stay  at  home.  The 
unleavened  bread  further  tells  a very  gruesome  tale  about 
several  millions  of  Jews  who  may  not  be  able  to  obtain 
any  of  it,  and  this  part  of  the  story  is  so  depressing  that 
most  of  us  have  not  the  strength  to  look.  We  prav  that 
the  matzos  will  shortly  symbolize  the  complete  libera- 
tion of  enslaved  peoples.

This  year  the  first  two  days  of  Passover 
occur  on  Thursday  and  Friday,  so  that 
Jewish  law  requires  an  Eruv  Tavshilin  on 
Wednesday,  the  eve  of  the  holiday.  The 
ceremony  consi'Ts  of  setting  aside  in  ad- 
vance of  the  festival  one  baked  and  one 
cooked  item  of  food  that  are  to  be  eaten 
on  the  Shabbos  following;  see  your  Machzor 
or  Hagadah  for  the  brief  prayer  to  be  recit- 
ed at  the  time  the  foods  are  set  aside- 

The  theory  underlying  this  practice  might 
be  explained  in  a general  way  thus:  It  is 

proper  to  make  some  preparation  for  the 
Sabbath  during  the  week  days,  rather  than 
utilize  only  the  festival  days  for  this  pur- 
pose.
